Governments Get 
Nice Net Profits 


‘A lesson in the art of scientific 
taxing might be learned from an 
examination of the relation between 
highway expenditures. and motor 
vehicle taxes. 

Figures are not available in the 
last two or three years for Canada 
but those computed in the United 
States illustrate effectively the point 
that the more the expenditure don 
roads, the greater the return in 
taxes from motor véhitles in the way 
of registration fees, gasoline taxes, 
personal property: and municipal 
taxes on automotive equipment. 

For instance, back in 1931 when 
the automobile was in less general 
use, and! road-building was just mak- 
ing a start, highway expenditures 
were $384,381,000 and motor vehicle 
taxes were $274,500,000. 

Year by year both items increased. 
In 1925 the respective figures * were 
$598,000,000 for roads, $617,000,00 
in taxes; in 1931 $979,500,000 on 
roads, $948,735,000 in taxes; in 1932 
$817,000,000 on roads, $96,000,000 
in taxes; and in 1933 when people 
were definitely travelminded, $666,- 
000,000 on roads, $1,138,600,000 in, 
taxes. ! 

The best example

taxes, $1,200,000,000. 

This is a nice net profit for gov- 
ernments on their tax. Obviously if 
the tax authorities set out to yive 
the motorist a qgeeent run for his 
money, everyone would be better off.

The World of Wheat 


HL G. bid Strange, 
Director, Research Department, 


Searle Grairi Company, Ltd. 


For the first time in four years 
the world will produce, this year, in 
spite of Canada’e® poor crop, as 
much wheat as it will consume— 
about 5,600 million bushels. 

From 1928, however the world has 
consumed actually less than it pro- 
duced end so the world surplus, 
which usually is 600 million bushels, 
grew each year until, by 1934, it 
amounted to 1,149 million bushels. 

‘Since 1934, each year, however, 
the world has consumed actually 
more wheat than it has produced, 
and so the difference was taken out 
of the surplus until today the. 1,149 
million bushels of carry-over has 
been reduted, not only to 600 million 
which is the normal, but down to 
450 million. This year, however, tat 
world’s crop will be some 200 mil- 
lion bushels more than it was last 
year, or just about sufficient to 
meet the world’s needs. 

The lesson to be learned here, it 
seems is to regard wheat always as 
an international commodity, grown 
and consumed in large quantities in 
almost every country in the world, 
and to remember that deficiencies in 
any one year in any one country, 
can easily be made up by equivalent 
sunpluses grown in another country, 
all having its ultimate effect upon

“PIGWEED FOR FEED" 

\Pigweed or Lamb's - Quartera hae 
been used’) commonly for boiled 
greens and early American tribes 
used seed of this plant to grind in- 
to flour from which bread or mush 
was made. In certain years, pig- 
weed becomes very abundant on the 
prairies and when feed is scance en~ 
quiries' are made as to its preserva- 
tion and value for feeding stock. 

Pigweed which would make very 
poor hay may be made into a 
silage of good quality. The simplest 
form of silo is a trench located on 
high ground close to where the feed 
ig requierd. A trench silo 12 feet 
wide, 8 feet deep and 24 feet long 
will preserve over 30 tons of silage. 
A slope of one foot for every 1wur 
feet deep is ad'visable for the sides 
and four feet of slope for every foot 
of depth on the end from which the 
silage is to be removed. In heavy 
clay, drainage should be provided at 
one end. 

(he weeds should be cut when 
green and hauled to the silo imme- 
diately. The presence of some other 


weeds and particularly short grain |: 


will improve the silage. The most 
important process of curing’ 18s 
tramping to exclude air which caus- 
es rotting. Rotten silage is injuri- 
ous to. stock. There must be suffici- 
ent moisture at time of filling to 
pack firmly. Be sure sides and ends 
are well packed. Horses can be used 
for tramping but if a tractor 18 
used the bottom of the trench should 
be double the width of the tread to 
pack the whole surface. If weeds are 
not wet sdéme water should: be added 
when filling. Tramping with a team 
should be continued every day for a 
a week after filling. More can be 
added if desired a week after filling 
because there will be a shrinkage 
when curing. At least a_ foot of 
straw should ‘be dampened and 
packed over the top after filling is 
completed.

He went to the hotel 
and got a room next to Herr- 
man’s; he listened at the key-hole ~ 
and walked: up and down the corri- 
dor, trying to summon up enough 
courage to knock, but he couldn't. 

The next morning he followed the 
famous magician to the railway sta- 
tion, and stood admiring him with 
silent awe. The magician was going 
to Syracuse. Thurston was going to 
New York—at least he thought he 
was. He intended to ask for a ticket 
to New York; but by mistake he too 
asked for a ticket to Syracuse. 

That mistake altered his destiny. 
That mistake made him a magician 
instead of a medical missionary. 

At the flood tide of his fame, Thurs- 
ton got almost a thousand dollars a 
day for his show. But I often heard 
him say that the happiest days of 
his life were when he was gettin 
dollar a day for doing card tricks Le 
a medicine show. His namg¢ was 
painted in blazing red letters across 
a streaming banner, and he was 
billed as “Thurston, the Magician of 
the North.” He was from Colum-, 
bys; Ohio; but that is North,.if you | 
are from Texas. 

His success was due to at least 
ada things.

By making it cheaper to 
produce, the machines enlarged the 
output of printed matter. 

In my own lifetime those ard 
other inventions have literally chang- 
ed the world. I remember when 
Bell’s telephone, Edison’s phono- 
graph, Eastman’s photograph film, 
Wright's ainplane, Otto’s gas en- 
gine and Diesel’s heavy-oil engine, 
Parson’s steam turbine, Telsa’s al- 
ternating-current motor, Chardon- 
net’s rayon, (Perkin’s anilin dye, 
were uknown.

The President’s Committee on Na- 
tional Resources’ has. just published 
a report on “Technological Trends 
and National Policy, Including the 
Social Implications of New inven- 
tions.” It points to the possibilities 
inherent in many inventions and 
processes which are still in their in- 
fancy. But the implication that the 
changing of the world by new 1n- 
ventions can be controlled by plan- 
ing the new social order seems silly 
to me. Nobodly can tell in advance 
what any invention is going to do 
to us. : 

The thirteen things which the 
Committee thinks will change the 
world are synthetic rubber, automo- 
bile trailers, plastics, wool-like ur- 
tificial cellulose fabrics, prefabricat- 
ed houses, the mechanical cotton- 
picker, air conditioning, television, 
gasoline production from coal, fac- 
simile transmission by radio, “steep 
flight” airplanes, “dirtless’” farming, 
and photoelectric cells—the ‘electric 
eye.” 

My guess is that some unknown 
dreamer will pop up with an inven- 
tion nobody yet believes possible, 
and knock all the social plans based 
on those thirteen into a cocked hat.

From the surgeon’s point ef view, war is an epidemic—of bloodletting 
and infected injuries. Immediate danger of death to the victims of this 
‘epidemic results from loss of blood. Those who survive this risk must 
face other risks of mutilation or death from infection. ina 

The Spanish civil war has shown us the first organized attempt to 
combat blood loss on an epidemic scale. As much as ten gallons of blood 
have been gent daily from Barcelona to the Spanish government front.

literally to shed their blood for their country. The blood is “typed” and 
collected with sealed glass ampoules under pressure. It is then cooled to 
freezing point and sent up to the front, being kept in refrigerators: until 
it is needed. Before use, the ampoules are.slowly heated to body tempera- 


ture. 


During the Spanish American war 3,000 of our soldiers died of 
“typhoid fever, 345 were killed in battle. During the World War, our 
soldiers having been inoculated against typhoid fever, only 227 died from 


that disease. But 36,694 were killed 


in action and 13,705 died of wounds. 


In the next war, medical science may triumph over deaths from wounds 
as it has already triumphed over typhoid fever. Unless, of course, man 


should use some of his ingenuity in 


inventing an alternative to war. The

to a climax. It is a fair statement 
that the President and the Vice- 
President are now openly the lead- 
ers of the two wings into which the 
Democratic party has been split. The 
best political opinionhere is that all 
talk of “party harmony” is for pub- 
lic consumption onlyy and its mani- 
festations are superficial. 


“Must” Becomes “Desirable” 


That is not to say that the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations will no 
longer command respect on Capitol 
Hill. Many of the New Deal objec- 
tives are entirely acceptable to 
practically all of the Democratic 
members of both houses and,’ for 
that matter, to many of the Repub- 
licans. 

The indications are that the Con- 
gress will do its own jucging from 
now on both as to the necessity of 
any particular proposal from the 
White House and as to the method 
of carrying it out if Congress likes 
the idea. There will be no more 
“must” legislation pushed through 
without ample consideration. In- 
deed, the word now being used by 
the President instead of “must,” is 
“desirable.” 

All signs indicate that the Con- 
gress will not stick around now any 
longer than is necessary, to clear the 
legislative decks of things which it 
is important to get out of the way. 
There was an implied agreement 
that the part of the President’s 
Court bill which does not affect the 
Supreme Court would be passed at 
'this session’ in some revised form. 
That is for providing more judges, 
where necessary, for the lower Fed- 
Jeral courts, and in.certain ways re- 
vising and defining their powers in 
the interest of the better and speed- 
ier administration of justice. 

There has been no serious aiffer- 
ence of opinion as to the need for 
some changes in judicial procedure, 
but the measure as revised wy <1¢ 
Senate Judiciary Committee is far 
less sweeping than the form in which 
it was sent up from the White 
House. 

With that measure and the Third 
‘Deficiency Appropriation bill out of 
the way, Congress will be ready to 
adjourn, in all probability ‘before 
September 1. — 

Opposition to Federal Control 

What will be the fate of the Ad- 
ministration’s measures which havé 
been waiting upon the fate of the 
Supremé Court bill is somewhat un- 
certain. Considerable opposition 
seems to be developing to the prin- 
ciple of Federal control of hours and 
wages of labor, as well as to the 
procedure for accomplishing such 
control, ag detailed in the original 
Black-Connery bill. If any law on 
this subject is enacted it probably 
will be much more elastic in its 
provisions than was originally con- 
templated. 

The outlook for the enactment of 
the Wagner-Steagall Housing bill is 
fair. As reported by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor, it 

i | provides for Federal loans of not 
more than $20,000,000 a year up to 

a total of $700,000,000 for con- 

struction of low-rent houses to re- 

place “slum” tenaments in cities. 

The President's plan for reorgani- 
zation of Federal offices and depart- 
ments has little chance of Congres 
sional action now. Some minor 
phases of it may befput through, 
but the project as a whole will lay 
over until the next session. Strong 
opposition to the plan ag outlined 
has been organized by the National 
Civil Service Reform League, on the 
ground that it gives the Executive 
too much one-man control, outside 
of legal restrictions, over appoint- 
ments to Federal offices and their 
operation. 

There seems little likelihood of 
any general farm legislation beforé 
next year. Congress is frankly apa- 
thetic to Secretary Wallace's “iver- 
normal granary” ideas, and the 
House Agricultural Committee in- 
sists upon time to give full consid 
eration to any farm proposal. Even 
the crop insurance plan, which 
seemed to have clear gailing, now 
looks as if it would be left over 
when Congress adijourns. 

There ig no noticeable enthusiasm 
on Capitol Hill for the Administra- 
tion’s request for a law to plug up 
the “loopholes” in the income tax 
law through hich some wealthy 
individuals are enabled legally to 
avoid excessive tax payments.
